lective gtocks In co-operative elevat- 
ors; (4) only placé on the market 
well cleane dand carefully graded 
wheat, . 


This is part of the French govern- 
ment’s program to restrict wheat 
production and increase consump- 
tion. ‘'New conditions demand new 
methods” the poster reads, and goés 
or to relate how wheat can be , fed 
to virtually all farm animals, At the 
bottom of the poster the following is 
printed: ‘Don't say ‘My neighbor 
should do-all this". Do it yourself, 
Remember that» narrow individual- 
ism ig as much opposed to your true 
interests as to those of the com- 
munity." 


Increasing the consumption — of 
wheat is one of the promises given 
by European importing nations, and 
judging by the poster, the French 
government is making an effort to 
comply with its obligations. 


Weather in Europe not 
Favorable

in Europe appears less favorable for 
the wheat crop than usual. Alack 
of heavy snow seems to-be general. 
Variable climatic conditions ranging 
from extreme cold to milder temper- 
atures are reported in Italy, Spain, 
France, Rumania and North Africa.

Sir Herbert Holt, President, Takes Strong View That Canada 


Morris W. Wilson, 


Vice-President and Candeal': 
Reviews Strong Statement 


Is Now Definitely on the Upgrade

The annual meeting of the share- 
holders of the Royal Bank of Can- 
ada marked the close of a most 
successful year. 


Sir ‘Herbert Holt, president, in 
hig address struck an optimistic 
Lote when he stated: that he con- 
sidered that Canada was now ‘defin- 
itely on the upgrade. Its progress, 
however, was being retardea by too 
heavy taxation and the cost of main- 
tainin so many governments in the 
country wus rapidly becoming un- 
bearable. 

Morris W. Wilson, vice president 
und general manager, in his ad- 
dress reviewed the outstanding 
features of the strong state- 
went of the bank. The feature 
of paramount importance in con- 
rection with the possible forma- 
tion of a central bank, added Mr. 
Wilson, would be the quality of its 
management. 

President's Address 

Sir Herbert’ S. Holt, president, 

in moving the adoption of the di- 


rector’s report, said in part: : 

“The sixth annual report and 
balance sheet submitted to you 
today disclose the strong position 


of the bank. While balance sheet 
figures gre somewhat smaller than 
those of a year ago, this reflects a 
falling off in international deposits 
rather than contraction of Canadian 
business. In fact, a notable feature 
is an increase in Canadian demand 
oy} Bulanp siysodep . s#ujAus pu 
year.- The liquid position is: em- 
inently satisfactory. As you would 
expect, the restricted demand for 
commercial loans, and the result- 
ant incredse in our holdings of less 
remunerative assets in the form of 
Dominion and Provinclal Govern- 
ment eecurities, has combined with 
other factors to reduce profits. In 
April last, the dividevd wag re- 
duced from 10 per cent to 8 per 
cert, and the last three quarterly 
dividends have been paid at that 
rate. The improvement which has 
taken place in business during the 
last six months, hay already had a 
beneficial effect on earnings.” 
Referring to the situation in Can- 
ada, the president said: “I am glad 
to say that since we last met there 
has been a distinct improvement in 
Canadian bisiness. I have had 
the opportunity of seeing thig coun- 
from depressions on 
various occasions during the last 
fifty years and the present _move- 
ment appears to be taking place 
along the accustomed lines. As 
soon as world trade commences to 
revive there is an improved demand 
for Canadian raw materials. Cana- 
dian exports increase swbstantially, 
surplus inventories disappear and 
greater activity in the principal ex- 
porting industries provides addi- 
tional employment with a _ conse- 
quent. improvement in purchasing 
power and domestic trade. This 
has been the sequence of events in 
Canada during the last six months.” 
The Railway Situation 4 
Dealing with the situation of the 
government railways, Sir ‘Herbert 
expressed the opinion that the time 
for half measyres had passed and 
that bold and courageous action 
was. required. He felt that the 
views expressed at, the last annual 
meeting that enforced co-operation 
between the two railway systems 
would not be a satisfactory remedy 
had been confirmed by the experi- 
ence of the past year and is still 
of the opinion that the maximum 


of economy can only be obtained 
by some form of administrative 
amalgamation. 


The president made a strong de- 
mand for a reduction of govern- 
mental costs and pointed out that 
the cogt of maintaining too numer 
ous governments, federal, provincial 
and municipal, was becoming un- 
bearable. He said: ‘‘Greater activity 
in business will reduce unemploy- 
ment, produce increased revenues, 
and a reduction’ in disbursements 
for public relief. Advantage should 


he taken of these developments to 
rediiée ts rather than increase 


expenditures.” 

Conditions in Other Countries 

In referring to conditions in other 
countries he expressed the view 
in the depres- 
sion for most of the world was 
veached, in the latter part’ of 1932, 
and since that time there has been 


-a general increase in international 


’ their banking 


trade. Reference to the United States 
wag made as follows; ‘While busi- 
nesg in the United States commenced 
to improve about the middle, of 1932 
it later suffered a relapse due to 
difficulties .and the 
hesitation and uncertainty which 


precede a.change of administration. 


Since last March quite material pr 
gress has been made. It is dificult 
to analyze the effects of their 
policies and impossible to prophesy 
the outcome. Their central idea that 
an inerease in the price level must 
be obtained is sound common gense 
and is now quite generally accepted 
as such throughout the world, At 
our annual meeting of the last three 
years we have emphasized and re- 
emphasized the necessity for a 
higher price level. I see no reason 
why it cannot be achieved in due 
course," 


In closing Sir Herbert. Holt said: 
“At our last annual meeting I ex- 
pressed the feeling that indicatiors 
pointed to the initiation of a sub- 
stantial recovery in 1933. This year 
it ig possible to go one step farther 
and to verture the opinion that we 
are now definitely on the up-grade. 
If we deal intelligently with the 
main problems that confront us we 
ean expect within measurable time 
a return of general prosperity.” 


General Manager's Address 

Mr. M. W. Wilson, vice president 
and general manager, in referring 
to the position of the bank pointed 
out that liquid assets totalled $362,- 
471,000, and were equal to 55.76 per 
cent of public liabilities, compared 
with 52.86 per cent of the previous 
year. A notable feature is that 24.26 
per cent of such liabilities is repre- 
sented by cash and cash ‘balances 
aggregating $157,699,000. He men- 
tioned the further interesting fact 
that in Canada current deposits in- 
creased about $17,000,000 during the 
year and savings deposits were 
higher by $2,000,000. 

In discussing the proposed cen- 
tral bank he recalled the hope which 
he expressed at the last annual 
meeting that the government would 
see fit to have the project examined 
by a body of experts and said: ‘The 
Royal Commission on Banking and 
Currency which. was constituted last 
summer could nét have been better 
chosen. Under the chairmanship of 
Lord Macmillan their sittings in all 
parts of the country were notable 
for the freedom with which all pos- 
sible evidence was received and for 
the patierce and tact displayed in 
dealing with the material submitted. 
While I do not agree with the report 
in its entirety I believe that a 
properly constituted central bank 
can be developed ag a useful adjunct 
to our banking system." 

; Note Issue 

Mr. Wilson expressed the strong 
opinion that the recommendations 
in the report with respect to the 
gradual withdrawal of the note- 
issuing privileges of the chartered 
banks did not appear to be in the 
public interest. Retention of these 
privileges would, not hamper the 
central bank in its efforts to control 
credit. In this connection he quoted 
an editorial which appeared in the 
London Economist to the effect that 
the central bank would not be.in the 
least Weakened by allowing the 
chartered banks to_ retain their 
present issues under the present re- 
strictions. Mr. Wilson went on to 
say: “I think, therefore, that we 
should view the elimination of bank 
note issues not as a step which must 
inevitably accompany the creation of 
a central bank but as a separate 
matter entirely. The real question is 
whether the government desires to 
have banking service maintained at 


many small points throughout the 
country or to appropriate the 
revenue of note issues for them- 


selves. I believe that the gain to the 
government would not offset the loss 
to the public through curtailment of 
banking facilities. Unquestionably 
there are many places which could 
no longer support a branch bank if 
note issuing pnivileges were to be 
withdrawn. The operation of a 
number of ‘small branches at a bare 
margin of profit is characteristic of 
banking in this country. We have a 
system which in many of its aspects 
is native to the Dominion and pru- 
dence should prompt us to be very 
cautious in advocating fundamental 
changes.” 

In conclusion Mr. Wilson said; 
“At our last annual meeting I ven- 
tured to suggest that the prospect 
of further improvement in the com- 
ing year was very much more hope- 
ful than it was the previous’ year, 
That prediction hag been borne out 
by subsequent developments, For 
the first time in years an attitude of 
quiet but confident optimism is in 
evidence almost everywhere.’, Many 
problems still’ have to be solved but 
I have full confidence in the ability 
of Canada to share in the continued 
improvement in economic conditions 
which I believe lies ahead of us,”
